Missouri U. Explains 


The following comments, I be- 
lieve, are due the readers of your 
editorials on the conference on 
atomic power at the University 
of Missouri, which was not 
planned to discuss the control of 
electric power. 

Had it been we would have 
used different principles in the 
selection of the participants. 
It was designed to bring expert 
knowledge of the potential of 
atomic power to a large number 
of leaders of our society. 


In looking for experts who 
knew about the field, we found 
many of them in universities, gov- 
ernment agencies and private in- 
dustry. The fact that is not clear 
in your editorials is that the ma- 
jority of those invited and attend- 
ing were not connected with 
either public or private power. 


Some of these groups were 
poorly represented. We were par- 
ticularly disappointed in our rep- 
resentation from the Federal 
agencies. 


The report which has been the 
subject of controversy was, in 
fact, a draft sent arvund to the 
conference participants for re- 
view and criticism. Members of 
the conference all have had an 
opportunity to make post-session 
suggestions for clarification and 
improved wording which will be 
reflected in the final report. Par- 
ticularly, the confusion which led 
your editorial writer to think 
“utility” meant only private utility 
will be corrected. 


Perhaps the procedure should 
also be clarified. The three pan- 
els each drew up their conclusions 
.from which a draft paper was 
prepared for consideration in the 
final session. The job of the di- 
\rector was to prepare this draft 
‘with the help of the reporters 
from each panel. It was based 
directly on the three reports and 
did not in any way attéeMhpt to 
give direction to the conference. 


This draft was discussed and 
adopted, amended or rejected sen- 
tence by sentence by the entire 
group present at the final session. 
These were approved in most 
cases unanimously, the exception 
being on the question of the dis- 
tribution of power where there 
was a sharp division and this di- 
vision is called to the reader's 
attention in the report, 


The statement at the head g@& 
the report is very important be- 
cause without it the group would 
not have agreed to record its ma- 
jority opinions. It reads: “Dis- 
cussions by participants in the 
Mid-America Assembly have given 
rise to the Final Report which 
broadly delineates the general 
areas of agreement... While the 
Report represents the consensus, 
it is not to be inferred that every 
statement herein implies the ap- 
proval of everyone, and no one 
was asked to affix his signature.” 


In any event such reports speak 
only for the individuals partic- 
ipating in the conference and 
never for the University. It is 
never the purpose or intent of 
the University to lend itself to 
any biased view of any question 
and the facilities of the Univer- 
sity are always available for open 
discussions of public issues.

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The Point to Withholding 


Amid the detailed pros and cons of the de- 
bate on a Missouri withholding tax, as printed 
in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, there is 
one paramount point to be borne in mind. 
Withholding the state income tax would in- 
crease revenue without increasing tax rates or 
adding new taxes. 

The Missouri Public Expenditure Survey 
criticizes. the withholding method but does 
not really deny this point. The Survey re- 
jects Revenue Director Milton Carpenter’s 
estimate that Missouri might gain six or eight 
million dollars a year from withholding on 
wages and salaries. The Survey says there 
is “no sound basis” for this estimate. The 


, Survey questions, but does not disprove. 


In fact there is no way to make a precise 
estimate, in advance, of the state’s revenue 
gain from withholding. But the experience 
of each of the 1] states now employing this 
tax collection method proves that the gain 
is considerable. 

But are all the gains in revenue claimed 
by the withholding states entirely attributable 
to withholding? The Public Expenditure Sur- 
vey points out that economic growth, and tax 
rate increases accompanying withholding, con- 
tribute to revenue. Is it possible to estimate 
the increased receipts owed to withholding 
alone? 

Tax officials of at least seven states have 
done so. In the National Tax Journal, Walter 
W. Heller of the University of Minnesota and 
Clara Penniman of the University of Wiscon- 
sin list the initial revenue increases attributed 
strictly to the withholding principle for these 
states: 


Arizona — — —- — —— 25 % 
Kentucky — — — — — 17.6% 
Colorado — — — — — 15 % 
Vermont — — — — — 13.1% 
Montana — — — — — 12.1% 
Maryland — — — — — 12 % 
Oregon — — — — — — 9.6% 


“No state,” the writers say, “has such ef- 
fective administration today that it could not 
add to income tax collections through adop- 
tion of withholding.” 

The Public Expenditure Survey mounts 
other arguments against withholding, such as 
that it would add to the cost of tax collection, 
burden employers and make it easier to raise 
tax rates. These are answered in the Mirror 
space by Professor Alek A. Rozental of St. 
Louis University, who goes straight to the 
point: “The fact remains that without increas- 
ing tax rates and without adding new taxes, 
withholding adds several million to state 
revenue.” 

Missouri officials already are talking of 
new taxes. Before these are imposed, we feel 
sure, Missouri taxpayers would prefer to 
know that the state is receiving all the income 
due it under present taxes and that there is 
no evasion. Withholding offers the best as- 
surance of that. 


New Field for Hatch Act 


How far does the Hatch Act go into the 
states in following federal funds? 

That is the question raised by the news 
that the Civil Service Commission has charged 
Glen D. Palmer, director of the [Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation, with violating the 
federal law which prohibits designated fed- 
eral officials and employes from engaging in 
politics. 

The case against Director Palmer, who 
heads one of the departments in Gov. Strat- 
ton’s Administration, is that he broke the fed- 
eral law when he was at the same time Re- 
publican chairman of Kendall county and a 
precinct committeeman in Yorkville and a 
state official in charge of the disbursement 
of federal funds shared by state fishery, 
game and forestry projects. A second case 
involves William J. Knies, of Springfield, who 
ran for the Republican nomination for clerk 
of the Circuit Court in Clinton county two 
years ago. At the time Knies was an ac- 
countant in the Illinois State Highway Divi- 
sion’s construction bureau. : 

The Hatch Act prohibits political activity 
by a state official if his “principal employ- 
ment” is in connection with a program sup- 
ported in whole or in part by federal grants 
or loans. But does this cover the Palmer case? 


Gov. Stratton hotly insists that it does not. 
He flatly opposes the charge from Washing- 
ton and says that he has a right to have Mr. 
Palmer in his Cabinet. The facts indicate 
that Director Palmer’s connection with the 
federal funds was only as a state agent 
through whose department they passed. 


The Hatch Act has both friends and foes. 
Apparently now it is going to recruit some 
more of each. Pending the outcome of this 
highly controversial test, that is about as 
uch as we can be sure of at this time. 


Philadelphia Reactor 


The proposal by a syndicate of more than 
50 private utilities to build a gas-cooled ato- 
ic power plant near Philadelphia will bear 
close scrutiny. It was submitted to the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission just before expiration 
of the 60-day deadline set by Congress for 
private industry to act; the passage of another 
day would have activated a mandate for AEC 
to build and operate a publicly-owned gas- 
cooled plant. 

Private industry has been apathetic toward 
an atomic energy plant of this much-needed 
type for a long while. So was the AEC, until 
prodded into action by the House-Senate Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy. Yet the gas 
type of coolant, like the natural uranium type 
of fuel, is particularly important to our export 
prospects, since it offers a cheap, safe and 
convenient form of cooling which is within the 
grasp of many countries. Britain has pio- 
neered in gas-cooled reactors, as at Calder 
Hall. 

Are the Philadelphia investors eagerly bent 
on getting ahead with the project, or are they 
reluctantly putting up a rear-guard action? 
The Joint Committee will, we trust, keep 
these considerations in mind in determining 
for itself whether a satisfactory answer is 
being provided to the national need for in- 
dustrial-scale operation of a gas-cooled reac- 
tor. Expeditious progress should be a first 
requisite. 

There is another question which we trust 
the committee is going to see answered, and 
that is whether the Philadelphia syndicate 
expects the Government substantially to pay 
for the reactor through subsidy. In its initial 
announcement the syndicate offers to defray 
$24,500,000 of the cost if the Government 
will put up $14,500,000 “for research and 
development.” 

If the Government put up that much money, 
would it all be genuinely for research and 


development, or would it be subsidy cloaked 
under another name to get by the no-subsidy 
provision of the Atomic Energy Act? These 
are not small questions. They may run into 
quite a few millions, and they have to do with 
an important issue in national policy. 


The Limit on Bigness 


The proposed merger of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. and the Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube Co. has been forbidden by Federal Judge 
Edward Weinfeld. Together with the recom- 
mendation of the Senate’s Anti-Trust and Mo- 
nopoly subcommittee that the Department of 
Justice consider breaking up General Motors, 
this again brings to the fore the issue of big- 
ness in business. . 

There can be no legal objection to bigness 
just as bigness, especially if it serves a genu- 
ine economic function. It may be argued that 
the mass demand for automobiles made Gen- 
eral Motors as big as it is. The two steel 
companies maintained that the merger would 
enable them to better serve customers, espe- 
cially in competition with the United States 
Steel Corp. 

But Congress, especially when it amended 
the Clayton anti-trust law in 1950, rejected 
“the alleged advantage of size” in favor of 
competition. This means that the limit on 
bigness is reached when it approaches mo- 
nopoly. ‘ 

While Judge Weinfeld handed down a com- 
prehensive opinion dealing with the various 
products of the companies from a regional as 
well as national viewpoint, he based it on the 
law against monopoly. He said that “good 
motives and even demonstrable benefits are 
irrelevant.” The proposed absorption of 
Youngstown by Bethlehem, he saiti, would 
set off “a chain reaction” of mergers and 
“more intense concentration in an industry 
already highly concentrated.” It would tend 
to bring about a “triopoly”—just what con- 
cerned the Senate subcommittee as it studied 
the automotive “big three.” 

Judge Weinfeld also said that the argu- 
ments that the companies could not compete 
effectively with “Big Steel” were “not per- 
suasive in the light of their prior activities, 
their financial resources and their demon- 
strated capacity to meet the challenge of a 
constantly growing economy.” 

Nevertheless the judge’s decision leaves a 
major question unanswered. If it is wrong 
for Bethlehem and Youngstown to attain a 
certain size, what shall be done about United 
States Steel which already has surpassed that 
size? Can one corporation be allowed the 
advantage of bigness while others are denied 
it? 


Goldfine Still Getting Favors 


The newest revelation of the influence of 
Boston industrialist Bernard Goldfine inside 
the Federal Government in Washington is no 
prettier than those which led to the forced 
resignation of Sherman Adams. 


What came to light in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch is the fact that federal officials have 
allowed the statute of limitations to take 
effect without starting proceedings against 
Goldfine for his failure to file required an- 
nual reports on more than $2,000,000 in Ko- 
rean war contracts. On the basis of these 
reports, the United States Renegotiation 
Board would have studied the contracts to see 
whether excessive profits were made. These 
findings in turn would have been the basis 
for criminal action if such action was justified 
under the law. 

This adds up to a complete breakdown of 
enforcement of the law in this matter with 
respect to Sherman Adams’s gift-giving 
friend. And the Goldfine immunity raises 
questions about other renegotiation cases. 
Are there others? If so how many? Surely 
a vigilant Department of Justice could find 
a way to bring other violators under the pen- 
alty of the law. 


A Good Chance for Fluoridation 


The extended debate on fluoridation in St. 
Louis county may be just about over, and 
about time. 

A bipartisan majority in favor of this pub- 
lic health technique of reducing dental decay 
in children can, and undoubtedly will, be put 
together when the new County Council con- 
venes in January. 

Judging by their records and public state- 
ments, the Councilmen who will compose this 
majority in the seven-member Council are 
Democrats Maurice Abramson and Russell 
Grantham and Republicans Richard A. Het- 
ledge and John Molloy. Mr. Grantham’s hand- 
some victory over Frank L. Martini, an out- 
spoken opponent, is the event that set up 
this possibility, the three other Councilmen 
having been friends of fluoridation from the 
beginning. 

Giving county youngsters the same kind of 
dental opportunity that St. Louis children 
have been benefiting from since September 
1955 is long overdue. 

Every important medical and dental organi- 
vation in the United States has indorsed 
fluoridation. As Dr. Don VanWyngarden, 
the county dental director, said on KETC the 
other night: “The county should cease debat- 
ing the merits of fluoridation and ask instead 
if it can afford not to fluoridate. It costs only 
about 5 cents per person per year to fluori- 
date as against hundreds of dollars a year in 
dental bills for some families.” 


He Ran Against His Party 


How is the House of Representatives going 
to classify Dr. Dale Alford, Congressman-elect 
from the Fifth Arkansas District, including 
Little Rock, when he presents himself for 
seating next January? 

Under the impetus of Gov. Faubus, Dr. Al- 
ford ran as an allout segregationist candidate 
against the regular Democratic nominee, Rep- 
resentative Brooks Hays, advocate of modera- 
tion. Since Dr. Alford had not run in the 
primary he was not on the ballot as a Demo- 
crat. Indeed he was the instrument, through 
a write-in campaign, for waging a political 
blitz against Democratic Representative Hays. 

If the Democratic’leadership of the House 
accepts Dr. Alford like any other Democrat, 
it puts its approval on future attacks of the 
Faubus-Alford kind on duly chosen nominees. 
The only fair way to treat the write-in victor 
is as an Independent. If he wins the Demo- 
cratic primary in 1960 and is re-elected then 
he will be in fact the Democratic choice. As 
of now he is not. 

The House Democrats are under no obliga- 
tion to accept him with open arms. He ought 
to be treated, in the matter of committee as- 
signments, as any other third-party Co 
man would be treated,

Private Group Criticizes, University Economist Defends Proposal for Missouri

Disadvantages that would result 
from the installation of a withhold- 
ing system in Missouri- are— 

1. By providing a convenient pipe- 
line to workers’ paychecks, it would 
become easier to raise income tax 
rates. 

2. Wage and salary earners would 
be required to pay an extra year’s 
tax while withholding was being in- 
stalled.

3. Withholding would bring an un- 
sound windfall type of financing to 
Missouri. The necessity of requiring 
the state’s taxpayers whose incomes 
are derived from wages and salaries 
to make overlapping payments dur- 
ing the process of installing with- 
holding would result in the state 
receiving a windfall of several mil- 
lion dollars. 


4. Because wage and salary earn- 
ers must double up their tax pay- 
ments, non-wage and salary earn- 
er octors, lawyers, farmers, and 
other self-employed persons—could 
expect to soon have to go on a pay- 
as-you-go basis and pay an extra 
year’s tax. 


Inevitably, even though the income 
tax cannot be withheld from the self- 
employed, there arises clamor for 
placing them on a pay-as-you-go 
basis too, necessitating that they also 
pay an added year’s tax during the 
transition to pay-as-you-go,

ers, with the heaviest cost falling on 
small employers. In the great major- 
ity of cases the employer cost would 
be a complete economic loss because 
most wage and salary earners are 
now conscientiously paying their tax.

Costs were found to range 
from 60 cents per employe per year 
among larger industrial companies 
to $3.40 per employe per year among 
smaller industrial companies.

It is sometimes countered that em- 
ployers’ costs can be reduced by

Howeyer, 
if the collection costs averaged $2 
per employe per year, it would be 
found, that in many instances the 
state would be reimbursing employ- 
ers an amount equal to a consider- 
able portion of the employe’s total 
tax for the year. 

6. Withholding would involve the 
state government and employers in 
a huge computing, accounting and 
reporting process in which in tens 
of thousands of cases the tax pay- 
ments withheld would run only a 


‘few cents a week. This is because of 


Missouri's rate, exemptign and de- 
duction structure. The average wage 
of a worker cowered by unemploy- 
ment compensation is $79.32 weekly, 
or $4124.64 annually. Assuming such 
a worker has a wife and two chil- 
dren, his Missouri income tax would 
be $4.55, or 9 cents a week to be 
withheld. 


7. Making hundreds of thousands 
of refunds would prove a substantial 
administrative task for the state. 
Applying for refunds of unowed tax 
payments would be an inconvenience 
to taxpayers. 

8. Withholding brings a new kind 
of tax delinquent—the employer- 
delinquent who as a result of going 
out of business or for some other 
reason does not tarn over to the 

ate money withheld from his em- 

oyes. 

Much of the tax administration 
required under the present system 
would also be required under with- 
holding. For example, withholding 
does not insure the accuracy of ex- 
emptions and deductions claimed by 
wage and salary earners; neithér 
does it insure the accuracy or the 
fullness of reporting of non-wage 
income of wage and salary earners.

Public Expenditure Survey’s pain- 
staking study indicates that there 
are three large questions that need 
to be answered: 


1. Will the adoption of withhold- 
ing increase administrative prob- 
lems to the state and the compliance 
costs to employers? 


Administrative costs will increase 
substantially. Many audit and en- 
forcement functions will be unal- 
tered and new functions and costs 
will be added by withholding. The 
costs of refunds will increase con- 
siderably. But alternative methods 
of improving income tax administra- 
tion such as comparison with em- 
ployer or with federal returns are 
also costly and much less efficient 
than withholding. These methods do 
not actually collect taxes, are not 
likely to. cover all employers and 
involve a passage of time of up to 
three years between the time the 
tax liability is incurred and the 
the bill is presented for payment. 


The fact remains that without in- 
creasing tax rates and without add- 
ing new taxes, withholding adds sev- 
eral on to state revenue. Given 
the most generous estimates of addi- 
tional costs of administration and 
the most pessimistic estimates of 
additional revenue, withholding may

3. Are there any substantial advan- 
tages to be derived from withholding, 
that could not be obtained by any 
other means? 


There can be little doubt that 
withholding, the “installment plan” 
of tax payments, is convenient to the 
taxpayer. The Public Expenditure 
Surv rightly points out that the 
majority of wage and salary earners 
pay their taxes. It is important, 
therefore, for the morale of taxpay 
ers and for fairness generally, ta 
make sure that others pay thez.. 

But perhaps the most important 
single consideration in favor of with- 
holding is that this is the only meth- 
od that can collect income taxes 
from transients, from those who leave 
the state, from thogg who move with- 
in the state, and from those who 
enter the state from other areas.

STOLEN BONDS 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 24 
(AP) — The government has 
charged a Boston executive 
with receiving several bonds 
taken in multi - million - dollar 
robberies of two Canadian 
banking firms. 

Bernard J. Ezhaya, 45 years 
old, president of Industrial Re- 
lations Associates Inc. of Bos- 
ton, was arrested at his New 
London home yesterday by ag- 
ents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

He was arraigned here before 
United States Commissioner 
Robert H. Alcorn, who bound 
Ezhaya over to United States 
District Court. Ezhaya is 
charged with violating a statute 


forbidding the interstate trans- | 


poration of stolen property. He 
posted $50,000 bond today. 
Charge Denied. 


Special FBI Agent Edward 
J. McCabe said Ezhaya used 
the stolen bonds as collateral 
for loans at New London banks. 
He said $76,000 in stolen bonds 
had been recovered from the 
banks. 

At his arraignment, Ezhaya’s 
counsel denied the Govern- 


ment charge that the father of | 


five children had entered into 


a “devious scheme” to get 
money from the bonds. The 
counsel, Joseph Balliro, pic-| 


tured Ezhaya as “an unfortu- | 


nate dupe of someone else.” 

“He obtained the bonds from 
an equally well respected man,” 
said Balliro. He did not name 
the other man. 

The Government said the 
‘bonds were part of a $1,789,400 
burglary from the Societe Na- 
tionuale de Fiducie of Montreal 
early this year, and a $2,250, 
000-or-more burglary of the 
Brockville Trust and Savings 
Co. of Brockville, Ont., last 
May. 

Canadian authorities said 
$792,000 had been recovered 
from the Montreal robbery in 
raids in Switzerland, New York 
City, Miami and Montreal. Six 
persons have been arrested. 

Ex-Union Organizer. 


Canadian sources said the 
Brockville burglary may have 
been far more than the esti- 
mated $2,250,000—-maybe up to 
$10,000,000. At least $7,000,000,

Ezhaya was a union organiz- 
er before he entered his pres- 
ent business, New London au- 
thorities said. They said he 
helped organize the AFL Metal 
Trades Council there in World 
War II, and that he was later 
active in union work in Bos- 
ton and Providence, R.I. 

Ezhaya was egoharged with 
two counts of attempting to 
dispose of the securities. The 
maximum penalty for each 
count is a $10,000 firfe or 10 
years in jail, or both. 


FOUR BURGLARS GET $25,000 
IN BIG MARKET IN DETROIT 


DETROIT, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Four armed men robbed 11 
safes, 25 cash registers and 16 
meat coolers in the Gratiot 
Central Market here yesterday 
and made off with an estimated 
$25,000 to $35,000. They left 
a night watchman and a porter 
bound, as they had been dur- 
ing the five-hour operation. 

The market is occupied by 
individual merchants who rent 
concessions. Two of the thieves 
apparently hid in the basement 
Saturday night at closing time. 
Then surprised the watchman 
and porter. They then took 
the watchman’s keys and admit- 
ted two confederates through 
a side door.

United States and other Latin 
American spokesmen pointed 
out that cordiality and polite- 
ness reigned during the com- 
mittee’s closed discussions. But 
there was no doubt that Brazil 
and the United States were 
back at their familiar battle 
over how much emphasis Wash- 
ington should give Latin Amer- 
ica. 

Augusto Federico Schmidt, 
leader of the Brazilian delega- 
tion, confirmed that he had had 
an “energetic” exchange with 
United States Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Thomas C. Mann. 
But he said there were no hard 
feelings. 

He could not divulge the na- 
ture of the discussion because 
it was private, to allow a frank 
exchange of views, he said. — 

Diplomatic sources said, how- 
ever, that Brazil wants the 
committee to adopt a sweeping 
policy decision which, in effect, 
would commit the United 
States to a massive, long-range 
economic assistance program. 
It would be spelled out in what 
Brazilian officials call 2 “new 
economic doctrine” for the 
hemisphere. 


On the ether hand, the 
United States made it clear 
that it wanted at first to dis- 


cuss only specific projects such. 


as the proposed inter-American 
development finance agency, 
technical co-operation, and 
ways of increasing the flow of 
private investment to under- 
developed areas.

| In a statement, Byrd said 
26 billions of the 72 billions re- 
maining from prior years “is 
authority to spend directly out 
of the public debt, completely 
bypassing appropriation con- 
trol” by the Congress. Byrd 
and some others contend that 
the big backlog of past unspent 
funds has seriously crippled or 
weakened congressional control 
over the nation’s pursestrings.

John Crosby 
By Jet to Britain to 
See Olivier on TV 


LONDON, Nov. 24. 

SIR LAURENCE OLIVIER, one of the last and cer- 
tainly the greatest of the holdouts, succumbed to television 
last Wednesday night, giving a splendid performance in one. 
of Henrik Ibsen’s less splendid plays. Olivier has done this 
sort of thing before— 
taken one of Shake- 
speare’s unlikely plays 
like “Richard III” or an 
unlikely play like “The 
Entertainer” and made a 
theatrical event of it. 

To the role of John 
Gabriel Borkman, a cold 
austere and unlovable 
one, he brought all the 
grandeur and authority 
of his great reputation. 
It was not his greatest 
performance but it was 
a compelling one, power- 
ful, immaculate, and to 
my eyes without any mis- 
takes. I don’t think he 
rose to any heights be- 
cause Ibsen rarely did in 
this play. 

“John Gabriel Bork- 
man” is the story of a 
man whose brilliant hopes to rule a commercial kingdom 
wer: blasted by a jail sentence. A faithless and implacable 
man, he sacrifices the women he loves to marry another in 
order to become chairman of the board of a bank. 


SIR LAURENCE OLIVIER — 


“The sin for which there is no forgiveness is 
te murder love in a human being.” Ibsen played 
on this theme many times in his plays; it was his 
consuming passion, but rarely has he done it se 
unrelievedly. 


The play opens with two cold, wasted women, sisters, 
who were superbly played by Pamela Brown and Irene 
Worth, fighting coldly over the love of Borkman’s son in a 
cold house on a cold night. It ends with the death of 
Borkman in the snow talking of a ‘‘cold hand of iron” on his 
heart. Like many of Ibsen’s plays, all the real action which 
had wrecked these lives had happened years before and the 
play is the summing up, the final moment of resolution and 
a catastrophe which is largely emptiness. It is the measure 
of Ibsen’s genius even in this erratic work that he holds 
you through some of the most painful exposition. 

By television standards this play opened very slowly, 
building its atmosphere carefully. It was a very clean pro- 
duction very precisely directed by Christopher Morahan 
without any great frills or tricks. Olivier didn’t even 
appear in the first half hour and through some mischance 
Ibsen's name appeared only at the end, buried inexplicably 
against a tree trunk so that it was barely visible. 

Still, so great is the mawic of Olivier’s name that this 
was without doubt the biggest television event of the year. 
He may or may not be the greatest actor in the English- 
speaking world but he is a modern legend and the magic 
of his name made this a big night in television. Some of 
the drama critics even snubbed a theatrical opening, a play 
called “Hook, Line and Sinker” starring Robert Morley. 
After all, he'll be on the next night, and Olivier won't. 


All the newspapers gave reams of space te 
stories and pictures of Olivier both in and out of 
costume. I flew over here to see this single per- 
formance and, when you fly an ocean to see a TV 
production, the jet age has really arrived, Olivier’s 
defection leaves only Alec Guinness and John 
Gielgud among Britain’s great actors who have not 
played television. 


Some of the papers found some significance in the fact 
that Olivier selected a play about a famous man who had 
been toppled from the pinnacle of success, finding some 
parallel to Olivier’s own career which has had some rocky 
moments lately. Actually he was probably drawn to it 
simply because it is so seldom played and is a very real 
challenge. 

Olivier gave a very controlled, precise performance, 
his great instrument of a voice rising to full fury only once 
in a while, but he probably gave a great thrill to his 
millions of British fans and on the whole I'm glad I camé 
this far to see him. 

The British press gave the debut overwhelming space, 
though not overwhelming praise. The Times summed the 
reaction up neatly by saying that the event “aroused ex- 
pectations of brilliance not altogether satisfied.” The Sketch 
spread Olivier all over its front page and devoted another 
page to it inside. The Express which normally loathes com- 
mercial television, had not one but five criticisms of it 
written variously by the movie critic, a society editor, a 
foreign correspondent, the woman's page editor and lastly 
the television critic, which shows what importance Beaver- 
brook ascribes to TV critics. 

Praise ran from faint to thunderous but in either case 
it was a tremendous publicity coup for TV. Olivier himself 
was admittedly exhausted by the role. Television, he de- 
clared, demanded the highest possible degree of concen- 


tration of an actor. “I shall not do it often,” he said.

PERHAPS ONE REASON 
why people gave up living in 
caves was that there was too 
much condensation — sweating 
—on the walls of the average 
cave. This is because the walls 
were cooler than the air 
around them and when the 
warm moist air struck the cold 
walls, some of the moisture 


was deposited on them. 

This same condition often 
occurs in homes where there 
are solid masonry walls. The 
wall becomes cold and the 
inside 


warm moist air the 


house causes the sweating. The 
most common spot to find this 
condition is in the basement 
but it ean occur in other areas 
of the house. 

The only way to eliminate 
this condition is to provide an 
inside wall surface that is in- 
sulated from the masonry wall 
so that it won't become cold. 
This is usually done by first 
installing 2 in. by 2 in. wood 
furring strips over the inside 
face of the masonry wall. 
These furring strips should be 
spaced 16 inches from center 
to center. 


After these are in place, the 
finished inside wall is attached 
to them. This can consist of 
lath followed by plaster or 
some form of wallboard. The 
space created by the wood fur- 
ring strips acts as insulation 
and keeps the inside wall sur- 
face from direct contact with 
the cold masonry. In some 
cases insulation is applied be- 
tween the furring strips but 
this is not usually necessary. 

This is the only practical 
way to stop condensation on a 
masonry wall. There is no 
paint or finish that can be ap- 
plied over the inside surface 
of the wall that will have any 
effect. It cannot be corrected 
by coating the masonry with a 
waterproof or 
paint because the trouble is 


not due to a léaky or porous | 


wall.

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School on the Road for Actors’ Children

THE ALLEN CHILDREN, 
their envious friends back home 
in New York’s Greenwich Vil- 
lage agree, have pretty well got 
one of childhood’s most press- 
ing difficulties—school—tlicked., 

No sitting in one prosaic 
schoolroom and no staring at 
the same old blackboard for 
them. 

They go to school all over 
the country and are having a 
whale of a time. Due to their 
foresighted choice of parents. 
Their mother and father are 
actors. 

“We are in a somewhat un- 
conventional situation,” said 
Casey Allen, the father, a tall 
young man who finds himself 
running one of the world’s 
smallest schools, and certainly 
one of the most mobile. “So— 
we had to find an unconven- 
tional solution.” 

Casey and Mrs. Allen—pro- 
fessional name Fran Carlon— 
have featured roles in “Sunrise 
at Campobello,” the Dore 
Schary hit play now at the 
American Theater here. 

Offered the roles, they faced 
a decision. The actor in them 
said go. The parent part said 
whoa. What about daughter 
Kerry, 11 years old, and son 
Kim, 9? The solution: A port- 
able school, and the whole 
family is now on a tour which, 
over a duration of months, will 
take them to 22 cities. 

Here, for instance, when Kim 
and Kerry finish their history 
stint, they'll drop down to see 
the old Mississippi river first 
hand, the historical exhibits in 
the Old Courthouse—the works. 

“How do you like going to 
school this way?” I asked Kim. 

“Great,” he said. 

“Do you learn as much, 


Kerry, as you did in regular 


school?” 

“Lots more.” 

“Tests show they are doing at 
least as well and probably bet- 
ter than they did last year at a 
private school in New York,” 
Casey said. 

Their movable school works 
like this. Textbooks and a com- 
plete study course are from the 
Calvert Correspondence School, 
widely used by families of dip- 
lomats and other folks who 
must travel. Casey and Frank 
take turns as tutors. The actual 
teaching averages up to three 
hours a day, five days a week. 

“Sometimes Jess,” the father 
said. 

“And sometimes more,” said 
Kim, sotto voce. 

That doesn’t include “home- 
work.”

They'll Do It 


Such a school setup requires 
meticulous planning. Living out 
of trunks is not easy, at best. 
Order is needed, and a careful 
distribution of time. Both par- 
ents have academic  back- 
grounds. Casey has been a pro- 
fessional teacher. (And, among 
other things in a wildly varied 
career, a judo instructor, the 
male lead @n soap operas like 
“Ma Perkins” and “Our Gal 
Sunday,” a pre-med student, a 
fullback, and an announcer on 
programs such as “Studio One” 
and “Omnibus.”) 

Living with a family in hotel 
rooms is sort of like a long 
cruise on a submarine, Casey 
said.

Kerry is handy with a 
needle. Both children help out 
on the ironing. Mrs. Allen 
does the washing. 

The main teaching problem 
is establishing the correct re- 
lationship between children 
and the parent teacher. “This 
has no easy solution,” said 
Casey. “It’s simply tough. 
The role of teacher is so much 
different than the role of par- 
ent. You need a whole new 
set of reflexes. But it is work- 
ing out fine.”

Dear Martha: 

WHAT IS LEFT for me to do? I have been married 
eight years. The last 4144 have been nothing but one big 
drunk for my husband. He stays out all night and then 
comes home to beat me and call me vile names. The next 
day he has big promises 
of never drinking again 
and telling me how sorry 
he is. When he is sober 
he is a good husband. 
But it seems as though 
he is drunk more often 
than not. We have no 
children so there is no 
reason to stay married. 
But, Martha, I love him 
and I don’t believe in 
divorce, He has been in 
and out of the hospital 
for the past four years 
and at one time was in a 
mental institution. He was always released because he 
lied to the doctors. He would never confess to them just 
how much he did drink.’ He joined Alcoholics Anonymous 
but stopped going after two visits because he says he is 
not an alcoholic. I have gone to a marriage clinic but he 
refuses to go. Am I just being a fool for thinking he loves 
me in spite of all he has done or should I just give up 
and try no more? UNHAPPY WIFE. ‘ 


If you love him, you'll want to help him, 
and it’s obvious he needs it. Breaking up your 
marriage isn’t likely to sober him up, but on the 
other hand, why turn yourself into a human punch- 
ing bag? During those contrite, hangover mo- 
ments, make him promise, not to quit drinking, 
but te seek help. If he gets the idea he might 
lose you, he’ll agree. Take a firm stand, as firm 
and determined as possible short of actual divorce. 
Let him see that your marriage can’t continue 
this way. Meanwhile, talk with his doctor and 
with Alcoholics Anonymous to see what, if any- 
thing, you can do to help him uncover whatever 
it is that’s driving him te drink.

‘F orgotten’ Tolishiees 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24. 


AN ENTERPRISING YOUNG MAN of 12 named Clare- 
mont F. Carter, concerned about the conditions surround- 
ing the life and pay of his teachers, recently decided to do 
a little research on that subject. On his own, this young 
Florida student wrote to people in other parts of the world 
and in other sections of the United States to find out how 
the living standards for teachers compared with other pro- 
fessions and with those of teachers abroad. 

Young Mr. Carter submitted his report, entitled “The 
Forgotten Men and Women in Our U:S.A.,” to the Gover- 
nor of Florida, who assured him that he would continue his 
efforts to improve conditions for teachers in his state. 


The report was also submitted to a lawyer in 
New York City, who congratulated the author on 
the effort he had put into his research and told 
him that some day teachers would be grateful to 
him for having called public attention to the situa- 
tion in which many of our teachers find them- 
selves. 


Young Mr. Carter’s report shows that in the United 
States the pension for a teacher at time of retirement aver- 
ages 50 per cent of the last five years’ salary, whereas in 
most European countries it is from 60 'to 97 per cent. 
Moreover, the report continues, teachers in the United 
States “have about the same income as many unskilled 
workers. They earn less than most skilled workers and 
they are in the lowest income bracket, as, compared with 
other free professions.” 

The report finds that teachers can live more cheaply, 
as far as rent and food are concerned, in Europe than they 
can in our country. It notes that many other countries give 
their teachers more respect and a better social position in 
the community than they receive in our country, which is 
supposed to have a great respect for education. 


Actually, as many of us have noticed, respect 
for education has been diminishing in this country 
in the last few years, and learning for. learning’s 
sake is not given the real rewards that it receives 
in some other parts of the world. Certainly young 
Mr. Carter is therefore to be congratulated for his 
keen and timely report on this vital matter.

HOW ACCURATE do rockets 

ve to‘be to get to the moon? 

When the first satellites were 
fired we spoke of incredible 
accuracies that had to be 
achieved to put a satellite in 
orbit. Variations in speed of 
several hundred feet per sec- 
ond and errors in the injection 
angle of several degrees would 
result in failure, 

What do engineers. have to 
build into a moon rocket to as- 
sure success? 

The answer was worked out 
some time ago by Dr. H. A, 
Lieske of the Rand Corp. Using 
digital computers, he plotted 
the courses of various moon 
shots to determine their per- 
missible error. His results have 
great significance. 

There are two things which 
affect accuracy—the terminal 
or cut-off velocity of the rocket 
and the angle of injection into 


its final path. 


Dr. Lieske has shown that, to 
hit the moon, the rocket’s speed 
can be off by about 75 feet per 
second and no more. Its angle 
cannot deviate more than one- 
half degree. 

The so-called burnout veloc- 
ity is even more critical. 

Suppose we want the moon 
rocket to impact on a large 
crater with a diameter of about 
100 miles. In this case the 
burnout velocity must be held 
to about four feet per second 
and the angle cannot deviate 
more than 1-100th of a degree! 


If the scientists want a satel- 
lite to orbit the moon, the cut- 
off velocity must alsa be about 
four feet per second and the 
injection angle cannot deviate 
by more than 2-100th of a de- 
gree. Thus it is just a bit more 
difficult to land a payload in 
a 100-mile crater than to put 
it in an orbit around the moon. 

Now suppose the scientists 
want the moon rocket to re- 
turn to the earth. What toler- 
ances are permissible in speed 
and direction? 

If the payload is just desired 
to return to the vicinity of the 
earth — perhaps to telemeter 
the information obtained on its 
trip around the moon—a ve- 
locity tolerance of 150 feet per 
second and a rather large error 
in injectoin angle of 10 de- 
grees is permissible.

The Andes 


By Ramon Coffman 


PEOPLE in North America 
speak about the Rocky Moun- 
tains more often than any other 
range. The Rockies are great 
and important, but they are far 
from being the highest moun- 
tains in the New World: 

South America has the tall- 
est peaks in the New World. 
These exist in the Andes 
Mountains, and several of them 
are more than four miles high. 

One peak in the Andes, an 
extinct volcano, is known as 
Mount Aconcagua (‘AH-con- 
CAH-gwa). It is four and a 
half miles high. 


Q. Between what points do 
the Andes Mountains extend? 


A. They stretch from the Re- 
public of Panama clear down 
to Cape Horn. 

The tall peaks of the Andes 
have been built up by lava and 
ashes thrown out by volcanoes. 
Some of the volcanoes are ex- 
tinct, but others are active. 


Q. Are there any glaciers in 


the Andes? 


A. Yes, there are glaciers in 


several parts of these moun- 
tains. The largest glacier is 
in southern Chile. A few of 
Chile’s glaciers have scooped 


out river valleys, and in that | 


way have produced fjords’ like 
those of Norway. 


The Inca Indians of past cen- 
turies found much gold in the 
Andes. According to legend, 


the Incas used to throw golden 
images into Lake Guatavita, as 
sacrifices to their gods. 


The dry bed of that lake has | 


been found in a section of the 


Andes existing in Chile. The 
mud of the dry bed goes down
